Mail Carrier Is Killed 
Friday at Autaugaville

Prattville, Ala., Nov. 25.— 
W. H. Bingham United States 
mail carrier who resides in 
Prattville was shot and instant- 
ly killed Friday afternoon and 
W. A. Clark of Autaugaville, 
Ala., is charged with the shoot- 
ing. The killing took place in 
Autaugaville. It is said that 
.Mr. Bingham and Mr. Clark 
had been on bad terms with 
each other since early spring 
and the difficulty resulting in 
Mr. Bingham’s death arose 
from ill feeling existing be- 
tween them since that time. 
Mr. Clark it is claimed had 
told Mr. Bingham never to go 
to Autaugaville again and he 
had been warned by his friends 
not to go to Autaugavile. Mr. 
Clark made a trip to Prattville 
Friday and learned that Mr. 
Bingham had gone to Autauga- 
ville and he returned immed- 
iately and shot Mr. Bingham, 
killing him instantly. 

Mr. Clark had Mr. Bing- 
ham arrested in the spring on 
a statutory offense and upon 
investigation by the grand jury 
of the county he came clear 
and it is said that Clark was 
not satisfied as to the outcome 
of the investigation. 

Preliminary trial will pro- 
bably be held in a few days. 


ALABAMA ABLE TO RAISE 
MILLION BALES IN 1923. 


M. C. Allgood commissioner 
of agriculture and industries of 
Alabama in a statement issued 
Saturday says that as a result 
of the efforts made early in 
the year 1922 the cotton crop 
of Alabama was increased 250,- 
000 which was worth to the 
farmers of the state about 
$25,000,000 and believes that 
with concerted action now and 
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kept up, Alabama can produce 
a million bales in 1928 even 
with boll weevil infestation. 

Mr. Allgood’s statement in 
full follows: 

“On many farms throughout 
Alabama it has been proven by 
yields this year that it is best 
to destroy the cotton stalks in 
the fall and turn the land un- 
der to reduce boll weevil infes- 
tation. This department has 
made investigations through- 
out the state with the result 
that we find a heavy infesta- 
tion of boll weevi! at this time. 

‘Last spring a concerted 
drive against the boll weevil 
was put on by merchants 
bankers, farm organizations, 
commercial and civic clubs, etc. 
The results attained were very 
favorable indeed and we in- 
creased our production of cot- 
ton in the state approximately 
250,000 bales which increase 
brought our farmers more than 
twenty five million dollars. I 
want to urge upon all these 
agencies and every cotton 
farmer in the state who has not 


done so to turn under their } 


cotton stalks at this time. 
There are millions'upon mil- 
lions of weevils still in the cot- 
ton fields and if they are cover- 
ed up by turning the land 
many of them will die. Ifthe 
merchants, bankers, farm _ or- 


ganizations, commercial and! 


civic clubs will put on a land 
turning program, if bankers 
and merchants will take up 
with their customers the ques- 
tion of turning their lands this 
fall so as to destroy weevils if 
the farmers through out the 
state will catch the spirit, I 
firmly believe that we can pro- 
duce one million bales of cotton 
in Alabama in 1928.
